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There  are  certain  moments  in 

one’s  life  when  one  comes  into 
the  presence  of  someone  so 
charismatic  that  it  makes  a 
lifelong  impression. On  Tuesday 
morning,  January  18,  a  group  of 
rabbis  and  communal  leaders  were 


brought  to  the  Sala  Clementina  in  the 
Vatican  to  greet  His  Holiness  Pope  John 
Paul  II.  After  a  short  program  of 
blessings  offered  by  our  delegation,  the 
Pope  spoke  to  us  of  his  support  for 
dialogue  and  understanding  and  his 
desire  for  world  peace.  In  a  short 
speech,  the  President  of  the  Pave  the 
Way  Foundation,  Garry  Krupp,  thanked 
the  leader  of  Catholicism  for  his 
yeoman  work  in  the  field  of 
Jewish/Catholic  understanding.  Mr. 
Krupp  had  helped  the  Vatican  to  obtain 
MRI  equipment  for  their  hospitals  and 
had  received  a  knighthood  from  them. 
He  has  entry,  therefore,  to  an  inner 
sanctum  of  the  Vatican.  Every  one  of  us 
then  had  an  opportunity  to  greet  the 
Pope  personally.  We  all  felt  the  aura  of 
sanctity  that  encompasses  this  man.  It 
was  truly  an  unforgettable  moment  in 
our  lives. A  few  rabbis  were  privileged  to 
have  private  tours  of  the  museum  and 
library.  It  is  impossible  in  this  short 
article  to  describe  the  beauty  of  these 
places.  There  are,  of  course,  many 
Jewish  manuscripts,  including  copies  of 
the  works  of  Maimonidies  and  the  Code

On  a  snowy  February  Day,  it  was  warm  inside  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  as  we  gathered  for  an  inspirational  Shabbat 
exploring  who  we  are  as  Jews.

included  Moses  and  our  prophets  to 
counteract  every  time  a  New  Testament 
story  was  told.  I  hope  we  can  invite  this 
remarkable  scholar  to  speak  to  us  at 
some  time.  Certainly,  if  you  visit  Rome 
you  should  ask  me  for  his  E-mail 
address  or  telephone  number. 

The  whole  Jewish  world  asks  the 
question:  “Does  the  Vatican  hold  some 
of  the  looted  treasures  of  the  Temple 
in  Jerusalem  or  of  ancient  Israel?” 
During  the  conquest  of  Canaan,  the 
Ark  of  the  Covenant  moved  from  place 
to  place,  eventually  resting  in  Shiloh 
during  the  period  of  the  Judges.  It  was 
later  captured  by  the  Philistines, 
recovered  and  brought  to  Jerusalem. 
We  know  that  Nebuchanezer  took  the 
holy  relicts,  but  when  Cyrus  overthrew 


Babylon  they  were  restored. 

In  the  year  70  C.E.  they  were  carried 
to  Rome,  and  one  sees  the  Menorah 
being  brought  to  Rome  on  the  Arch  of 
Titus.  Josephus,  the  historian,  writes 
that  the  candelabrum,  the  table  and 
vessels  of  gold  were  placed  in  the 
Temple  of  Peace  by  the  Emperor 
Vespasian.  That  Temple  was  destroyed 
by  fire  and  in  the  year  410  C.E.  the 
Goths  sacked  the  city  and  carried  these 
objects  to  Gaul.  Then  came  the  Vandals, 
whose  empire  also  fell.  The  Emperor 
Justinian  was  impressed  by  warnings  of 
curses  and  placed  them  in  Churches  in 
Jerusalem.  In  614  C.E.  the  Holy  City  fell 
to  the  Persians. We  have  no  definite 
authentication  of  what  happened  then, 
but  the  Jewish  traveler  of  the  12th 


century,  Benjamin  of  Tudela,  stated  that 
they  are  still  in  Rome  in  an 
underground  chamber. 

I  asked  Roy  Doliner,  “Once  and  for 
all,  tell  me,  is  the  Menorah  here?”  He 
answered  by  saying  that  when  he  first 
came  to  Rome  he  was  convinced  that 
the  story  was  complete  nonsense; 
however,  after  many  years  he  now  feels 
that,  yes,  it  is  here  in  an  underground 
treasury!  A  friend  in  Israel  had 
suggested  that  I  “poke  around”.  I  am 
afraid  that  was  not  possible  and  so  I 
have  to  report  to  you  that  that  aspect  of 
my  visit  was  not  fruitful. . . 

In  spite  of  this,  this  visit  was  a  most 
exiting  experience  and  one  that  I  will 
always  remember.

Congregational  School

The  "So  What"  of  a  P.A.S. 
Congregational  School  Education 


The  reason  many  people  of  older 

generations  have  anything  but  fond 
memories  of  their  Jewish  education  is 
probably  because  they  never  had  the 
opportunity  to  deal  with  the  all- 
important  “so  what”  of  what  they  were 
learning.  Another  way  of  putting  it  would 
be  to  say  that  they  never  figured  out  “what 
it  all  means  to  me.”  Information  and 
knowledge  need  to  be  made  relevant  to  a 
student’s  own  life  and  experience  for  her  to 


integrate  it  into  her  sense  of  self. 

When  approaching  a  new  text  or  piece  of 
information,  a  student,  with  the  guidance  of 
his  teacher,  must  work  his  way  through 
three  levels: 

1.  What  does  it  say?  (the  literal  meaning) 

2.  What  does  it  mean?  (conceptual  or 
historical  understanding,  analysis, 
commentary) 

3.  What  does  it  mean  to  me  (the  “so 
what”  mentioned  above). 

So  often  in  the 
history  of  Jewish 
education, 
students  reached 
only  the  second 
level.  They 
learned  to  analyze 
a  text  and  what 
the  Rabbis  said 
about  it.  They 
may  have 
understood  the 
importance  of  a 
teaching  for  the 
Jews  (in  an 
historical, 
communal  or 
hokikhic/religious 
sense),  but  they 
did  not  explore  or 
comprehend  its 
importance  to  the 
Jew  that  they 
were  individually 
and  personally. 

Sound  Jewish 
educational 
practice  today 
involves  engaging 
students  in  all 
three  questions  or 
levels  of 
understanding.

High  School  and  Youth  Programs 


On  February  9,  approximately 
30  7th  and  8th  graders  from 
the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
bundled  up  and  trudged  out 
into  the  cold  weather  in 
groups  of  5  or  6.  Where  were  they 
going?  They  were  off  to  fulfill  the 
mitzvah  of  gemilut  chasidim  (acts  of 
loving  kindness). 

Throughout  the  fall,  these 
students  studied  social  issues — some 
identified  by  our  educators  and  some 
by  the  kids  themselves — that  face  our 
society  today.  They  talked  about 
hunger,  homelessness,  caring  for  the 
elderly  and  the  sick,  and  poverty. 
Together  they  examined  what  Jewish 
tradition  says  about  the  role  of  each 
of  us  in  tikkun  olam  (healing  the 
world)  and  how  they  as  teenagers  in 


New  York  City  can  in  fact  play  a  role 
in  that.  They  talked  about 
Maimonidies,  Heschel,  and  Queen 
Esther  and  looked  at  the  intersection 
of  how  these  people  (and  others) 
lived  and  what  they  taught  us  about 
our  responsibilities  in  our 
communities  -  both  American  and 
Jewish. 

But  now  it  was  time  for  them  to  go 
out  and  experience  that  duty  and  to 
see  what  they,  as  teenagers,  can  do. 
And  so  they  did  -  some  visited  the 
elderly  with  Dorot;  others  served  hot 
meals  to  needy  families  with  the 
National  Council  for  Jewish  Women; 
some  working  with  the  Momentum 
AIDS  Project  packaged  food  for  and 
visited  with  clients  who  are  living 
with  HIV;  and  still  others  worked  at
